Ninety-five  per  cent 'of  the  bacteria  which  travel  by 
buss  are  harmless,  hut  some  may  be  deadly,  the  experi- 
ment disclosed. 

The  safest  Ihing  to  do  is  kiss  and  run.  "The  regu- 
lation Hollywood  10-second  kiss  trnnsfermLalxnil  twice 
as  many  germs  ns  a short,  two-second  affaiil" 

Beer  raised  the  bacterial  count,  but  hard  liquor 
and  tobacco  both  lowered  it.  The  slogan  "lips  that  touch 
liquor  shall  never  touch  mine"  becomes  as  dated  as 
the  hustle. 

With  the  scientists  busy  discovering  that  all  our 
vices  are  good  for  us.  it  soon  will  be  impossible  to  live 
dangerously  any  longer.

LET  us  keep  our  parliaments,  and  belter, 
restore  them  to  what  they  used  to  be— 


1—  restore  them  to  what  they  used  to  be— 
responsive  to  the  elector*  and  a wise  cheek 
on  governments.  The  iastitution  which 
sprang  from  Alfred's  Council  of  Oder*  some 
10  centuries  ago  at  no  place  In  the  world 
reached  a higher  point  of  development  than 
it  has  done  in  the  land  of  its  birth.  Nolwdy 
dictates  to  the  Mother  of  Parliaments,  not 
even  the  Throne.  Government  rules  by  per- 
mission of  the  assembly,  and  once  in  about 
four  years  the  assembly  must  go  back  to 
the  electors  for  its  mandate.  There  at  least 
is  thj  basic  structure,  although  some  gov- 
ernments have  truncated  not  a few  of  the 
prerogatives  of  parliament  in  the  last  two 
decs  dies. 

Here  in  Canada,  where  parliament  has 
reconvened  for  another  session,  that  process 
has  spread  rather  far  Taxation,  says  the 
government,  will  be  thus  or  so;  credit  will 
he  expanded  or  contracted;  the  government 
will  do  this  or  that — but  what  does  parlia- 
ment say?  It  has  the  last  word,  if  it  will 
use  it.  If  government  is  not  responsive  to 
parliament  it  is  itself  ungovemed.  Bad 


drifts  then  to  worse  until  one  day  the  elec- 
tors. having  obtained  their  say,  retire  the 
whole  side.  Then  there  is  a change  of  gov- 
ernment. But  it  takes  more  than  a govern- 
ment to  run  a country.  Parliament  is  the 
essential  medium,  the  necessary  sounding 
board,  the  trial  furnace  of  tempering,  in 
l>etween.  Canadian  parliaments  have  need 
of  more  stiffening,  and  the  present  one  is  no 
exception.  More  will  be  expected  of  it  this 
term;  more  sifting  of  mere  government 
ambition,  more  protection  for  the  taxpayers, 
more  assertion  of  its  own  rights;  in  short, 
more  backbone. 

These  things  are  vital  to  democracy.  In 
lands  where  parliament  has  gone  down, 
where  single  individuals  can  call  the  tune 
and  set  the  pace,  there  is  no  responsiveness 
to  the  peoples’  will.  A dictatorship  Is  a dic- 
tatorship w'hether  it  be  of  the  right  or  left. 
In  it  freedom  does  not  operate,  and  the  will 
of  the  maiority  is  suppressed.  The  more  that 
the  world  furnishes  us  with  examples  of 
abuses  or  neglect  of  parliament,  the  more 
surely  we  should  take  steps  to  see  that  our 
nun  assembly  remains  alive  and  alert  in  all 
its  necessary  functions. 


Could  It  Be  a Stall? 


IN  a natural  anxiety  to  end  the  Korean  war 
the  member  states  of  the  United  Nations 
are  pursuing  diligently  what  Is  presumed  to 
be  the  crux  of  the  matter,  the  return  of 
enemy  prisoners  in  allied  hand*.  Thousands 
of  them  have  refused  to  be  sent  back  to 
Communist  lines;  many  have  threatened  to 
die  rather  than  be  returned  to  what  might 
be  an  even  worse  fate.  All  U.N.  states  ex- 
cept the  Russian  bloc,  which  wants  them 
sent  back  willy-nilly,  agree  to  respect  the 
prisoners’  desire  to  escape  from  Communist 
clutches. 

The  latest  suggestion  is  that  the  prison- 
ers be  taken  out  of  U.N?  army  hands  and 
pat  under  a neutral  commission,  a proposi- 
tion that  to  the  United  States  is  a dubious 
one.  How  neutral  could  a commission  be 
that  contained  an  equal  number  or  even  less 
of  Communist  representatives  adamant  in 
their  Insistence  on  the  return  holus-bolus  of 
these  prisoners*  And  if  their  fate  depends 
subsequently  on  a political  conference  in 


which  Russia  and  Red  China  will  take  part, 
what  guarantee  Is  there  That  These  unfortu- 
nates will  not  become  the  scapegoats  of  a 
Korean  armistice?  These  are  questions  that 
raise  disquiet  and  givf  trouble  to  U.N.  dele- 
gates now  seeking  tg  find  an  acceptable 
answer. 

It  Is  perhaps  surprising  that  a cease-fire 
should  hinge,  if  it  really  does,  on  settlement 
of  the  prisoner-of-war  issue.  Communist 
indifference  to  human  life  Ls  so  notorious 
that  there  can  be  little  genuine  concern  on 
its  part  about  these  men  one  way  or  another. 
Nor  is  any  “face"  involved.  Moscow  and 
Peiping  can  about  face  any  day  It  suits  them 
apparently  without  the  slightest  discomfort. 
What  if  the  prisoner  angle  is  merely  a stall 
to  be  pursued  to  its  limit  of  argument,  with 
some  other  obstacle  ready  to  be  raised  when 
this  one  has  played  out?  If  Red  China,  for 
instance,  honestly  wants  -an  armistice  it 
seems  peculiar  she  should  not  grasp  the 
opportunity  to  get  one. 


New  Zealand’s  Man-Made  Forest 


* IF  one  were  asked  which  of  the  nations  of 
the  Commonwealth  leads  in  the  science 
and  practice  of  forestry,  the  impulse  would 
be  to  answer:  Canada.  Actually  the  largest 
man-made  forest,  not  merely  In  the  Common- 
wealth but  in  the  world,  is  in  the  smallest 
of  the  Dominions.  New  Zealand;  and  its  ex- 
traordinary development  in  a mere  quarter- 
century  Is  of  economic  importance  as  well 
1 as  scientific  interest  to  this  country  Because 
of  the  foresight  of  a small  corporation  bark 
In  depression  days.  New'  Zealand  Is  approach- 
ing the  time  when  it  will  be  self-supporting 
in  the  matter  of  woodpulp  and  newsprint, 
and  a hie  to  challenge  the  export  market  as 
well. 

Tlte  remarkable  feature  of  this  project 
l*  that  many  of  the  men  who  planted  a 
I forest  where  no  tree  grew  before  have  lived 
to  see  it  harvested.  That  Is  because  of  the 
astonishingly  rapid  growl h of  a species  of 
pine  not  Indigenous  to  New  Zealand,  grow  lh 
which  far  outran  that  of  the  pine  in  its 
native  land.  The  site  selected  for  the  experi- 
ment was  an  area  of  150,000  acres  on  the 
Kaingarna  Plain  In  the  centre  of  the  North 
Island — a barren  tract  of  pumice  and  vol- 


canish  ash  which  hitherto  had  supported 
nothing' but  stunted,  stringy  scrub.  Since 
the  days  of  earliest  settlement,  the  Kain- 
garoa  Plain  had  been  treated  as  a desert 
unsuitable  for  the  growing  of  anything  use- 
ful. Today  it  is  a green  forest  worth  a 
fortune,  whose  products  are  likely  to  create 
New  Zealand’s  fourth  industry,  surpassed  in 
value  only  by  dairying,  meat  and  wool. 

Another  singular  feature  of  the  projected 
next  stage  of  development  Is  the  possibility 
that  natural  steam  will  be  used  to  dry 
structural  lumber  cut  from  the  new  forest, 
and  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  paper. 
The  site  for  extensive  factories  now  in  the 
planning  stage  lies  in  New  Zealand's  famous 
thermal  region,  where  for  centuries  jets  of 
steam  have  gushed  from  countless  holes  in 
the  ground  to  waste  their  energy  in  the  air. 

The  project  in  all  its  phases  is  a credit 
to  the  courage  and  enterprise  of  New  Zealand 
investors.  Kven  though  Its  fulfilment  may 
mean  the  loss  of  a substantial  market  to 
Canada  and  to  British  Columbia  in  particu- 
lar, that  does  not  diminish  this  country’* 
admiration  of  what  the  southern  Dominion 
has  accomplished  in  so  short  a time.

The  fact  that  the  two  rhoaen  members  of  the 
cabinet  have  been  operating  in  matters  of  the 
province  which  concerns  the  legislature  Is  setting 
a precedent  since  they  have  not  even  yet  been 
elected  by  the  people;  this  could  perhaps  prove  a 
shadow  of  things  to  come. 

Although  generally  there  has  been  a surge  to 
tltt  right  In  many  countries,  highly  spired  with 
militarism,  one  doe*  not  Imagine  for  a moment 
that  an  enlightened  electorate  could  poeaiMy^ar 
<«pt  a dictatorship  of  the  right  merely  because  an 
attempt  la  made  to  propagandise  them  Into  an 
unholy  tear  of  tha  left. 

A sane  and  thoughtful  people  are  fuUy  aware 
that  there  Is  a middle  course  and  viewing  the 
poDlkal  eondltlnn  of  the  world  today  it  la  unthlnk 
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napping.  Rather  the  idea  grow*  that  they  have 
shocked  themselves  Into  an  awareness  of  the 
result  of  their  own  Impetuosity.

GRAPE  PRODUCTION 

Ntr.  - I am  a newcomer  In  Canada,  an  agricul- 
turist with  special  training  in  growing  grapes. 

Unfortunately.  I have  not  the  chance  to  work 
In  my  profession,  but  this  doesn't  stop  me.  by 
any  means  In  showing  some  Interest  In  grape- 
vines In  British  Columbia,  particularly  on  Van- 
couver Island. 

The  climatic  conditions  In  southern  part  of 
British  Columbia  (Okanagan  Valley  and  Vanrot* 
ver  Island  * can  be  qualified  U corresponding  t# 
those  suitable  for  grapevines. 

Each  amateur  of  grapevine*,  a frequent  evi- 
dence not  only  In  the  country  but  in  towns  too. 
I*  a witness  that  the  era  of  grapevines  In  British 
Columbia  ha*  already  begun. 

The  first  footprint*  of  the  grapevine  industry 
should  by  of  a deep  concern  to  the  Provincial  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  and  every  assistance 
should  be  given  to  pioneer*  in  choosing  the  right 
varieties  of  grapevine*,  also  the  theoretical  prin- 
ciple* In  planting  and  maintenance 

A*  I have  experienced,  the  many  varieties  of 
graprvinea  which  are  growing  In  British  Columbia 
belong  to  the  genu*  Vlti*  Lalmska.  an  American 
native,  and  very  seldom  you  find  varieties  of 
genas  Vitla  VkUlera-  European  origin.  Vltls 
vinUera  grapevine*  are  higher  In  quality  and 
should  be  preferred. 

Where  the  grapevine*  require  four  years  of 
trowing  tltlMhe  Orst  full  crop  Is  attained.  It  Is 
vary  impqgga**  to  have  the  right  varieties  at  the

I didn't  mean  to  suggest,  of  course, 
that  Mr.  Hills  knew  nothing  of  barrack 
life;  that  would  be  fooll*h.  He  wa* 
a padre,  and  I'm  sure  a good  one.  Not 
all  padre*  would  share  quarters  with 
stoker*,  and  that  I*  to  hla  credit.  So 
ate  his  efforts  to  Improve  wartime 
naval  amenltles. 

Neverthelos*.  and  begging  hi*  par- 
don, he  was  not  a matelot.  HI*  mental 
outlook  wa*  not  that  of  the  men  around 
him.  He  could  leave  the  lower  deck 
the  moment  he  wished.  He  was  tem- 
porarily In  It  but  not  of  It.  Environ 
. ment  to  a visitor  is  vastly  different 
from  what  It  is  to  a resident. 

This  is  the  nub  of  the  matter.  It  ta 
the  longing  to  get  out  from  under,  to 
have  a place  to  go  to  that  ha*  no  bar- 
racks atmosphere,  that  is  behind  the 
desire  for  a hostel  in  town.  t

Padre  Hills  asks:  How  many  single 
men  are  stationed  In  and  around  Vic- 
toria? How  many  married?  How 
many  of  them  get  "lodging  and  com- 
pensation" outride  the  R.C.N.  bar 
racks? 

Well  now.  these  figure*  are  neither 
secret  nor  mysterious.  A telephone  call 
will  get  the  answers,  and  here  they 
are: 

There  are  90b  single  and  864  married 
men  ashore.  Of  these  141  single  and 
*11  the  married  men  draw  livlng-out 
allowances.  That  leave*  765  men  who_ 
have  no  domicile  outside  the  barrack*. 

In  addition  there  are  some  1,700 
men  on  R.C.N.  ship*  of  this  base  In- 
variably some  ships  are  in  harbor, 
which  mean*  hundred,*  of  me  ft 
without  fixed  abode  when  they  come 
ashore.  The  navy  Ls  expanding,  too. 
at  a ruyent  personnel  rate  of  10  per 
cent. 

It  must  be  remembered,  also,  that 
the  proposed  hostel  will  not  be  a navy 
hostel  but  a trl-aervice*  hostel.  There 
are  some  500  soldiers  at  Gordon  Head, 
all  living  in  barracks  and  equally  bereft 
of  an  outside  social  centre.  There  are 
other  soldiers  at  Work  Point  and  al- 
ways a few  airmen  around.  Up  at 
Uomox  there  will  soon  be  a base  con- 
taining perhaps  1.500  airmen,  many  of 
whom  will  certainly  come  to  Victoria 
from  time  to  time.  All  in  all  It  teems 
fair  to  §ay  that  well  over  2.000  men 
will  he  waiting  to  make  use  of  the 
proposed  hostel. 

Surely  that  Is  sufficient  number  to 
Indicate  It*  necessity. 

* * # 

I consider  it  wholly  unjustified  to 
Imply  that  a service  hostel  might  not 
be  respectable  enough  to  warrant  pub- 
lic support.  Thene  man  are  no  dif- 
ferent from  other  young  Canadians 
except  that  .they  have  voluntarily  as- 
sumed an  obligation  to  defend  their 
country.  If  some  few  of  them  mark 
pay-day  by  "characteristic  festlrliy." 
so  do  *<vne  civilians,  only  these  latter 
have  place*  wherein  to  celebrate  and 
do  not  wear  a uniform  that  make* 
them  conspicuous. 

This  factor,  indeed,  merely  point* 
up  the  lack  of  a social  centre  to  which 
men  out  of  barracks  might  flock  for 
off-duty  relaxation  and  comfort,  free 
from  the  Influence  of  dubious  com- 
pany. 

1 would  like  to  cite  two  Instarxea 
of  navy  support  of  the  community 
that  for  me  are  illuminating.  Last 
year  men  of  the  R.C.N.  donated  1800 
to  a local  radio  Christmas  fund,  ap- 
proximately one-third  of  the  total 
raised.  The  first  contribution  to  the 
recent  Community  Chest  drive  wa* 
one  of  over  fVtft  from  the  ship's  crew 
of  H.M.C.S.  Sioux.  This  Ls  symbolic 
of  the  tailor*'  readiness  to  come  to 
Victoria's  help  at  the  drop  of  a hat. 

Other  servicemen  are  equally'  gen- 
erous. The  hostel  proposition  Ls  by 
no  mean*  onesided. 

This  city  cannot  go  wrong,  but  In- 
stead would  do  Itself  honor,  in  pro- 
viding a hostel  that  men  of  all  three 
'service*  could  patronte  with  pride__

Masterpiece  of  Craftsmanship 


TOWARD  the  end  of  last  January 
King  George  VI  sat  in  hi*  study 
at  Sandringham  examining  the  proofs 
of  a book.  Already  he  had  seen  and 
passed  552  of  the  page*,  and  to  the 
final  16  which  lay  on  his  de*k  before 
him  on  that  bleak  January  day  Hi* 
Majesty  gave  the  same  wholehearted 
and  expert  srruLiny. 

Uke  the  rest,  the  last  batch  of  proof* 
met  the  royal  approval.  A few  days 
later,  while  still  at  hla  beloved  Sand- 
ringham. the  King  died. 

Now.  nearly  10  months  after  that 
event,  the  book  which  the  King  passed 
In  proof  form  and  helped  to  plan  is 
about  to  be  published  by  the  Drop- 
more  Press  Ltd.,  under  the  title  "The 
Royal  Philatelic  Collection."  This  568- 
page  book  tell*  in  fascinating  detail 
the  full  story  of  the  collection. 

In  It.  from  Sir  John  Wilson,  keeper 
of  the  Royal  Philatelic  Collection,  we 
hear  of  Its  foundation  by  King  George 
V,  of  It*  development  by  ihe  late  King 
and  of  hi*  sucre****  and  disappoint- 
ments In  the  stamp  markets  of  the 
world. 

Yet.  more  titan  that  - and  again 
sealed  by  royal  approval— lit*  book  It- 
self demon* irate*  to  observers  every- 
where that  British  craftsmanship  In 
design,  printing,  engraving  and  bind- 
ing ha*  achieved  superlative  new 
heights. 

* * * 

To  handle  this  book  is  to  handle  the 
product  of  nearly  six  years  of  experi- 
ment and  compilation.  An  entire  goat- 
skin Is  used  In  each  hand-bound  copy, 
which  carries  the  Royal  Arm*  In  gold 
on  the  front  and  the  Tudor  Rose  rie 
sign  In  gold  on  the  back. 

The  cost  of  the  book,  which  expert* 
believe  will  last  for  250  years,  is  high  - 
60  guinea*  (|180i— but  even  that  figure 
is  forgotten  when  one  begin*  to  ex- 
amine the  exquisite  facsimile  color 
plate*. 

Then,  whether  book-lover  or  siamp 
enthusiast,  interest  rises  into  de 
lighted  astonishment  at  such  artistry 
even  In  a de  luxe  edition.  The  stamp* 
have  been  reproduced  with  such  un- 
surpassed accuracy  that  one'*  first 
impression  l*  that  they  can  be  lifted 
from  the  page — that  this  is  not  a book 
shout  the  royal  stamp  collection,  but 
the  royal  stamp  collection  itself. 

From  Clarence  Winchester,  the  edl 
tor.  I learned  the  exciting  and  technl 
cally  Important  background  of  thl* 
miracle  of  reproduction.  By  constant 
experiment  the  printer*.  W.  S.  Cowell 
Ltd.  of  Ipswirh.  found  that  they  could

attain  this  effect  by  overprinting  the 
•iambs  with  50  different  lint*.  Pie 
viously  the  printing  of  such  sheet* 
was  restricted  to  25  colors. 

Perhaps  this  triumph  i*  at  It*  peak 
of  eminence  on  plate  3.  which  shows 
38  English  twopenny  blue*.  The  bloom 
and  depth  of  color  of  the  stamp*  *re 
uncanny  in  their  perfection.  "An 
enormous  amount  of  experiment  was 
required."  said  Winchester. 

The  330  albums  containing  the  col- 
lection  of  King  George  V.  and  thane 
holding  the  collection  of  hi*  son.  are 
housed  in  thee  royal  stamp  room  at 
Buckingham  Palace.  It  was  there, 
after  the  completion  of  negotiation* 
with  King  George  VI  (through  Sir 
Click  Alexander,  keeper  of  the  privy 
purset,  that  Winchester  and  Sir  John 
Wilson  originally  pliumed  to  photo- 
graph the  stamps. 

O** 

Complication*  caused  by  the  need 
for  special  lighting  and  machinery 
made  this  Impossible,  however.  A»  a 
result,  and  In  the  greatest  secrecy.  Sir 
John  and  Winchester  took  selected 
page*  of  the  royal  collection  from  the 
palace  to  the  printer*  at  Ipswirh. 

In  all.  there  are  about  250.000  stamp* 
In  the  royal  collection,  which  ha*  been 
variously  valued  at  up  to  $4,800,000. 

Unquestionably  the  prl/e  of-  them 
all  is  the  much-discassed  Mauritius 
blue.  The  finest  example  of  this  classic 
stamp,  it  was  bought  by  King  George 
V in  1904.  Before  that  it  had  been 
part  of  the  rolled  ion  of  a schoolboy. 

In  keeping  with  its  self-imposed  high 
standard,  the  book  contain*  a fine  re 
production  of  the  Mauritius  blue — and 
tell*  an  amusing  story.  It  seems  that 
King  George  V was  recounting  how 
the  stamp  had  been  bpughl  for  the 
comparatively  cheap  price  of  fl.450 
• then  $7,047'. 

What  he  had  not  said  wa»  that  he 
was  the  buyer— which  was  unfortunate 
for  the  member  of  the  household  who 
Inlerrupted  to  comment  that  he  would 
like  to  know  who  wa*  the  unmention- 
able fool  who  paid  all  thft  money  for 
what  was.  after  all.  Jusi  a little  bit  of 
paper 

King  George  V found  his  stamp  col- 
lection engrassing.  Whenever  he  went 
to  the  royal  stamp  room,  the  footman 
and  page  in  attendance  knew  they  had 
leisure  lime  ahead  of  them,  for  only 
twice,  it  is  said,  did  the  King  ever 
ring  fnom  there. 

Thai  accurate  i-opies  have  been 
made  of  *o  many  of  the  royal  ntamp> 
— among  the  rarest  In  Ihe  world 


already  ha*  attracted  widespread  at- 
tention. In  America  the  news  reached 
the  custom*  authorities,  and  for  soma 
time  there  was  doubt  whether  iha 
book  could  be  lmpurted.  Under  th* 
United  States  custom  code,  eiart  ■ opte* 
of  stamps  and  coins,  regardless  of  age, 
are  not  admitted. 

Negotiation*  were  started  with  the 
American  treasury  attache  in  London 
and  continued  through  ihe  British 
Embassy  In  Washington.  Finally, 
America's  attorney-general  wax  called 
in.  The  law  which  threatened  to  forbid 
ArnerUana'to  have  this  book  about  the 
King’s  stamps  was  closely  examined 

"In  the  end.  there  was  s re-interpre- 
tation," said  Winchester,  "and  it  was 
decided  that  American*  could  buy 
copies  an  altitude  which  we  appreci- 
ate very  much  indeed 

Though  you  yourself  may  not  be  a 
philatelist,  or  a bibliophile,  or  fori  unate 
enough  to  be  able  to  spend  B0  guineas 
on  "The  Royal  Philatelic  Uollectlon." 
you  will  nevertheless  like  Winchester's 
own  reason  for  planning  and  produc- 
ing il.

Among  nomination*  for  councillor. 
Robert  Layzell  proposal  James  Thome 
for  Johnson  Street  ward,  and  Mr. 
Thome  Immediately  returned  the  mm 
plimeat. 

“Foe  Yates  Street  ward-  Mr  Thnme 
proposed  Mr.  Robert  Layzell.  as  a 
man  upright  and  honorable,  who 
would  make  a good  public  servant.

Use  Sea  Anchors  for  Safety 


mHEN  enjoying  the  pleasures  of 
^ cruising  in  a launch,  it  is  ad 
visable  to  have  a sea  anchor  on 
board.  Even  the  best  marine 
engines  sometime*  stall  or  it  be- 
comes necessary  to  stop  them  for 
some  reason. 

II  the  water  Is  too  deep  for  a 
conventional  anchor,  a sea  anchor 
will  keep  the  bow  of  your  launch 
to  the  wind  and  prevent  any  exces- 
sive drift  until  you  are  ready  to 
get  under  Way  again.  The  danger 
of  quickly  drifting  ashore  Is 
eliminated  and  any  repairs  can  be 
made  In  greater  comfort,  than  If 
the  launch  were  taking  the  weather 
on  her  beam  ends. 

CANVAA  CONK 

The  sea  anchor.  Illustrated  In 
Figure  1,  is  a canvas  cone  sewn  to 
a light  metal  hoop  and  provided 
with  four  lines  to  attach  to  your 
anchor  rope.  The  qanvas  cone 
should  have  a four  or  five-inch 
opening  at  the  small  end  to  acf  as 
•a  pressure  release.  This  will  allow 
the  escape  of  water  and  prevent  the 
' lines  from  breaking.  The  size  of 
the  sea  anchor  will  vary  with  the 
size  of  the  launch  on  which  it  is  to 
be  used.  You  will  find  that  one 
with  the  large  end.  having  an  area 
of  approximately  three  square  feet, 
will  be  adequate  for  a launch  of 
about  30  feet  In  length. 

OH.  ON  WATERS 

If  you  are  forced  to  use  the  sea 


AROUND  THE  HOME 


anchor  in  heavy  seas,  tie  a cloth 
bag  to  the  small  opening  and  fill 
It  with  cotton  waste,  which  has 
been  saturated  In  heavy  oil  as 
shown  in  Figure  L The  water 
pressure  will  gradually  force  the 
oil  out  of  the  bag  and  allow  it  to 
spread  on  the  surface  of  the  sea. 
thereby  reducing  the  wind  resist- 
ance on  the  waves  and  appreciably 
calming  them.  It  is  surprising  how 
little  oil  is  necessary  to  calm  the 
waves  in  your  immediate  vicinity. 
As  the  oil  is  being  released  from 
the  sea  anchor,  which  Is  hanging 
well  to  the  windward  of  you,  the 
waves  have  ample  time  to  turn  Into 
smooth  swells  before  reselling  the 
launch. 

MAKE  ROPE  FAST 

Always  make  the  sea  anchor  rope 
fast  to  the  bow  cleat  so  that  the 
wind  and  wave  pressure  on  your 
launch  will  cause  it  to  turn  its  bow 
toward  the  weather. 

Often  when  you  are  in  a dinghy, 
you  wish  to  remain  in  a fairly 
fixed  position  without  drifting.  This 
can  be  accomplished  by  using  an 
ordinary  canvas  pail  as  a sea 
anchor.  Remember  that  like  all 
anchors,  the  sea  anchor  Is  far  more 
efficient  if  used  at  the  end  of  a 
long  rope. 

If  you  provide  your  launch  with 
a sea  anchor  as  suggested,  you  will 
be  able  to  anchor  temporarily  re 
gardless  of  the  depth  of  water.

Side  Table  for  Crowded  Room 


'THERE  are  rooms  In  the  average 
* house,  particularly  bedrooms, 
where  one  or  two  tables  would  be 
very  welcome,  where  a table  of 
standard  size  would  leave  insuf- 
ficient floor  space  or  Insufficient 
room  to  get  around.  The  answer 
to  this  problem  is  the  use  of  small 
tables  supported  by  one  leg  as 
shown  in  the  illustration,  and  not 
to  exceed  8 to  10  Inches  from  front 
to  back.  Thw  length  of  the  table 
Is  optional  but  usually  3 feet  to 
3 feet  6 Inches  Is  best. 

This  type  of  table  is  very  easily 
made  by  taking  a piece  of  standard 
sanded  shelving  and  cutting  to  the 
desired  length.  This  is  set  against 
the  wall  and  supported  on  ordinary 
iron  shelf- brackets.  The  next  step 
is  to  set  an  apron  of  1 x 3 inch 
sanded  stock  all  around  the  edge  to 
offer  a neat  finish.  The  letf  Is  set 
Into  the  centre  of  the  table  directly 
behind  the  front  apron  and  is  se 
cured  by  nailing  through  top  of  the 
tablj*  and  through  the  front  into  the 
leg*  As  a rule,  a suitable  orna- 
mental leg  can  be  bought  for  $1.00 
or  less  In  any  wood  working  shop, 
or  you  can  use  one  of  the  spindles 
-•from  an  old  stairway  which  can  be 
found  In  any  aceond-hand  lumber 
supply  yard. 

The  time  required  to  make  a table 
of  this  kind  Is  about  two  hours  and 
the  material  Involved  Is  probably 
worth  from  $3.00  to  $4.00.  The  table 
can  be  statned  and  finished  to  match 
the  furniture  or  It  can  be  painted 
to  match  the  woodwork  of  the  room.

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Englishmen  Take  More  Baths 


I ON  DON  Men  take  more  baths 
^ than  women,  according  to  the 
scientists.  In  winter  men  take  1.7 
baths  a week  and  women  1.5.  and  in 
summer  men  have  2.1  baths  a week 
and  women  only  two. 

Soots  have  baths  less  frequently 
than  people  in  other  pari*  of 
Britain,  the  average  Scot  having  L3 
baths  a week  in  winter  compared 
with^the  Londoner's  1.8  and  1.7  In 
summer  against  the  Londoner's  2.3. 

These  are  among  the  findings  of 
the  scientists  who  have  been  Inves- 
tigating the  domestic  hot  water  sup- 
ply in  Britain  and  their  report  has 


been  published  by  the  department  ol 
scientific  and  industrial  research. 

Scientists  claim  that  If  hot  water 
facilities  were  available.  64  per  cent 
of  households  would  take  more  hot 
baths,  and  that  the  average  number 
of  baths  per  person  would  Increase 
to  about  three  a week  as  compared 
with  the  average  of  1.6  per  person 
In  winter  and  two  per  person  in 
summer. 

Among  the  most  striking  facts  of 
the  surveys  is  that  13  per  cent  of 
the  urban  households  and  nine  per 
cent  of  the  rural  households  have  no 
baths  at  all.

Did  you  know  that  stamps  for 
’The  Republic  of  Canada"  were  once 
contemplated,  and  got  so  far  that 
proofs  of  the  projected  design  were 
prepared?  So  far  as  known  at  this 
date,  only  five  copies  of  this  very 
scarce  stamp  have  been  found.  One 
is  in  the  collection  of  a Vancouver 
collector  who  specializes  in  such 
items,  one  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Hierarchy,  St.  Boniface,  Man.,  and 
one  in  the  collection  of  a Colorado 
doctor.  Where  the  other  two  are 
is  not  within  my  ken. 

Strange  to  say  that  of  the  five 
surviving  they  appear  in  three  dif- 
ferent colors,  black,  blue  and  red, 
which  are  the  usual  colors  of  all 
proofs.  They  were  prepared  with, 
or  without,  the  knowledge  and  con- 
sent of  Louis  Riel,  when  he  was 
either  in  control  of  Fort  C.arr>'  or 
during  the  second  uprising  at  the 
forks  of  the  Saskatchewan  River. 
For  reference,  the  writer  has  long 
articles  from  no  less  than  four  dif- 
ferent authorities,  all  men  of  known 
ability  in  that  field,  and  all  more 
or  less  at  variance.

The  one  in  the  Vancouver  collec- 
tion is  on  part  of  a cover  and  Is 
uncancelled,  the  postage  being  paid 
by  a two -cent  green  Canada  (Scott 
No.  36 » with  a Montreal  cancellation. 
This  was  the  prevailing  postal  rate 
for  first  class  mail  at  that  time.  As 
to  the  circumstances  that  caused 
such  a stamp  to  be  issued.  In  1869 
the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  trans- 
ferred their  rights  in  Manitoba  to 
the  Dominion,  and  this  caused  un- 
rest among  the  Metis,  or  halfbreeds. 
They,  led  by  Riel,  turned  back  the 
newlv-appointed  governor  and  cap- 
tured Fort  Garry,  now  Winnipeg, 
and  set  up  a provisional  govern- 
ment. electing  Riel  its  president.  The 
plans  for  changing  Canada  into  a 
republic  included  the  issue  of  a 
postage  stamp,  but  so  far  as  is 
known  none  were  ever  Issued  or 
used,  only  the  prnofs  remaining  to 
show  evidftice  of  their  existence. 
If  any  sheets  were  printed,  one 
writer  states  that  they  were  prob- 
ably destroyed  by  Riel  himself, 
facetiously  saying  "lest  he  have  the 
misfortune  to  break  his  neck  while 
attending  a religious  ceremony." 
which  Is  exactly  what  happened  at 
the  close  of  the  second  uprising

The  Vancouver  collector  is  most 
likely  right  In  saying  that  the 
stamps  were  printed  by  Billy 
Adams.  Riel’s  secretary,  who  printed 
them  at  the  hack  of  his  drug  store 
at  Prince  Albert.  Riel  was  not  an 
uneducated  man  as  many  suppose, 
but  was  a graduate  of  Laval  Uni- 
versity and  twice  a member  of  the 
Federal  House  until  his  expulsion 
In  1875.  when  he  spent  a year  in  an 
asylum  for  the  insane,  then  resided 
quietly  in  Montana  for  some  years 
until  he  again  returned  to  Canada 
to  try  to  adjust  the  troubles  of  the 
Metis.  He  surrendered  in  1885  after 
much  bloodshed  and  was  duly 
hanged  In  November  of  that  year 
The  stamp  Itself  depicts  a central 
head  of  Liberty  surrounded  by  an 
oval  frame  at  the  top  of  which  i* 
“Republic  Canadlenne’*  and  at  the 
bottom  “Canadian  Republic."

One  writer  thinks  that  the  stamps 
Were  promulgated  by  one  Bannan- 
tyne.  who  was  then  postmaster 
general,  which  Is  most  unlikely  as 
he  was  known  to  be  hostile  to  Riel 
In  every  way.  In  any  case  the 
writer's  opinion  Is  that  the  proofs 
were  an  outcome  of  the  second  re 
bellion,  and  not  the  first  as  some 
have  stated.  •

Minister  of 
Works  David  Ecclea  is  responsible 
for  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk  who.  as  Earl  Mar 
»hal  of  England,  Is  In  charge  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  historic 
event. 

These  plans  are  likely  to  include 
an  extension  of  the  already  pub- 
lished route,  which  has  come  In  for 
a good  deal  of  criticism,  and  certain 
changes  suggested  would  enable  an 
estimated  1.000.000  more  people  to 
see  the  prv»-e*jdoo.  As  it  L*.  stands 
are  being  built  to  accommodate  at 
least  100.000  people,  of  wtych  about 
30.000  seats  will  be  *et  aside  for 
Commonwealth  and  colonial  visitors.  % 
Extra  stands  may  alao  be  erected 
for  about  40,000  British  school  chil- 
dren.

COR  years,  in  Victoria,  there  was 
1 Just  no  beating  that  Conserva- 
tive team  of  Earle  and  Prior.  Elec 
tion  after  election  Victoria  returned 
them  to  the  House  of  Commons 
even  when  the  rest  of  the  country 
went  Liberal  and  supported  the 
Laurier  government.

unt  il  R.  W.  May  hew  came  along  Tor 
the.  Liberals  in  1937. 

Earle  and  Prior!  They  were  name* 
of  tremendous  importance  in  the 
Victoria  of  half  a century  ago. 
Prominent  merchants,  both  of  them, 
astute  politicians.  Prior’s  name  is 
today  legend,  but  Earle's  has  largely 
been  forgotten,  though  his  contribu- 
tion to  British  Columbia  was  none 
the  ies.*.  Prior  became  Premier  and 
lieutenant-Governor  and  «o  hi* 
name  lives. 

BORN  IN  ONTARIO 

Thomas  Earle  was  born  in  Ontario 
in  September  of  1837.  He  came 
west,  to  the  Cariboo  gold  mines,  in 
1863,  but  soon  tired  of  that,  not 
havlhg  found  much  gold,  and  so  he 
come  to  Victoria  in  1865.  and  lor 
two  year*  was  bookkeeper  in  the 
grocery  establishment  of  J.  Ruoffe 
and  Company.  He  found  bookkeep- 
ing too  tame,  and  the  frontier  coun- 
try called  to  him  again  and  in  1867 
lie  went  to  the  Big  Bend  and  opened 
a general  store  at  French  Creek. 
This  apparently  made  him  some 
money,  where  -earchfng  for  gold 
had  failed,  and  he  came  back  to 
Victoria  and  went  info  partnership 
with  his  old  boss,  .lame*  Rueffe.  In 
1873  Rpeffp  died  and  Earle  bought 
*he  business.  Now  he  was  on  hi* 
way. 

Two  years  later  he  was  man-led. 
as  noted  in  The  Colonist  of  January 
19.  1875:  “On  the  18th  Inst.,  by  the 
Rev.  W Pollard,  at  the  residence  of 
the  bride**  father.

Check  Gladiolus  Corms  for  Moisture 


the  future.  Many  growers  particu- 
larly in  the  United  Stales,  are  find 
Ing  that  there  is  more  profit  from 
putting  up  their  products  in  trans- 
parent film  bags  or  kt  boxes  with 
windows  In  them,  than  there  is  in 
bulk  shipments.  This  appears  to 
be  due  largely  to  the  present  de- 
mand for  high  quality  foods  which 
require  little  home  preparation.  Pre- 
packaging appears  to  meet  these  re- 
quirements. since  they  offer  a farm- 
fresh  product  which  requires  a min- 
imum of  preparation  before  serving. 
Furthermore,  shipping  costs  are  re- 
duced since  the  inedible  portions  are 
eliminated  at  the  source.  The  waste 
may  be  either  fed  to  livestock  or 
returned  to  the  land  as  organic 
matter.  In  either  ease  it  has  definite 
value  to  the  farmer.  While  the  prod- 


uct must  be  properly  prepared, 
packaged  and  kept  cool  until  it 
reaches  the  consumer,  it  has  been 
shown  that  even  with  higher  prices, 
sales  are  stimulated  to  such  an  ex- 
tent, that  returns  are  greater.  Many 
vegetable*  are  handled  in  this  way. 
Including  lettuce,  celery,  beans,  peas, 
carrots,  corn,  asparagus  and  the  dif- 
ferent members  of  the  cabbage 
family. 


leaving  only  sufficient  length  of 
arm  to  carry  next  year’s  growth. 
We  have  found  that  plant#  crowded 
Into  boxes  left  sitting  on  the  base- 
ment floor,  carry  through  well.  Sod 
can  be  filled  Into  the  boxes  to  keep 
the  plants  from  drying  severely,  but 
no  watering  should  be  done  during 
winter  months.  Plants  are  held 
dormant.  Sometime  In  early  March, 
pot  up  the  old  plants  and  give  them 
as  favorable  conditions  as  possible 
to  make  spring  growth,  so  that  they 
will  be  ready  to  go  back  Into  the 
garden  again  about  May  15-20.  Do 
not  put  them  out  earlier.  We  have 
used  the  same  plants  for  three  sea- 
sons using  this  method  of  storing. 
It  is  all  bad  business  for  commercial 
growers,  but  good  for  the  amateur 
gardener  short  of  cash. 


/"jCTOBER,  which  la  the  usual 
montfl  for  harvesting  gladiolus 
corms  in  this  area,  has  been  ideal 
for  getting  them  up  and  out  of  the 
ground  In  first  class  condition.  Less 
drying  and  leas  difficulty  in  clean- 
ing will  be  occasioned  as  a result. 
Nevertheless,  on*  should  make  sure 
that  the  excess  moisture  is  removed 
from  the  corms,  even  though  there 
is  little  or  no  visible  evidence  of  It 
being  present.  The  best  plan  is  to 
cut  off  the  tops  flush  with  the 
conn  and  store  the  corms  in  shallow 
layers  In  trays  In  an  airy,  well  venti- 
lated room  for  a couple  of  weeks, 
where  the  temperature  remains 
about  90  degrees  Fahrenheit.  This 
treatment  is  particularly  Important 
if  the  gladiolus  sre  lifted  when  the 
soil  Is  damp  or  wet,  ss  will  be  the 
case  In  most  seasons. 

When  the  warm  period  of  storage 
is  completed  the  bulbs  are  ready  for 
cleaning,  after  which  they  should  be 
dusted  Immediately  with  a fungi- 
cide and  Insecticide  to  control  stor 
age  diseases  and  thrips.  A satis 
factory  dust  is  a 50  50  mixture  of 
•pergon  and  5 per  cent  DD.T  A 
light  dusting  Is  sufficient  but  make 
sure  the  surface  exposed  by  the 
removal  of  the  old  corm.  has  a 
coating  of  the  dust  combination. 
This  can  be  done  effectively  by  roll- 
ing the  corms  in  a small  quantity 
of  the  dust  Inside  a paper  hag. 

Following  this,  the  corms  should 
be  stored  In  a cool,  dry  basement 
antil  planting  time  comes  around 
again.  A satisfactory  slorage  t*m 
perature  for  holding' them  during 
the  winter  is  between  ZB  and  45 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  approximately. 
Periodic  Inspections  during  the 
winter  months  are  advised.  *o  that 
badly  decayed  and  diseased  bulbs 
can  be  removed  from  the  healthy 
ones. 


Those  fine  geranium  plants  that 
have  been  doing  so  well  in  your 
garden  for  months  past,  can  give 
you  further  enjoyment  next  season. 
Simply  lift  and  store.  HoU  is  this 
done?  By  taking  them  IntqJthe  base- 
ment before  danger  of  killing  frosts. 
Geraniums  will  stand  3-4  degrees 
of  frost  in  the  garden.  Prune  back

Setting  Up  Your  Own  Compost  Factory 


AN  ENTHUSI A.ST1C  gardener  Ls 
**  among  the  most  optimistic  of 
all  men.  But  nothing  can  puncture 
his  enthusiasm  faster  than  having 
to  work  with  a heavy,  cloddy,  clay 
soil  or  a sandy,  droughty,  loose  soil 
For  the  "physical  condition**  of  the 
soil  is  as  important  as  its  fertility 
in  determining  your  success. 

Working  organic  matter  into  the 
soil  is  the  cheapest  way  to  improve 
the  sumeumes-dubious  mixture  that 
remains  in  the  yard  after  a con 
tractor  finishes  grading.  Organic 
matter  loosens  up  heavy,  hard  to- 
work  soils,  lets  more  rain  soak 
through  and  decreases  the  tendency 
to  form  hard,  concrete-llke  clods. 
In  sandy  soils,  the  organic  matter 
performs  an  opposite  but  equally 
Important  function.  Here  it  acts  as 
a sponge  to  hold  the  moisture,  al- 
lowing less  of  it  to  ienrh  on  through. 
Further,  it  causes  the  soil  particles 
to  hang  together  rather  than  re- 


maining loose  and  easily  blown 
about. 

BA<  KVAKI)  HEAPS 

There  are  various  commercial 
source*  of  organic  matter  such  as 
peat  moss,  but  the  most  economical 
source  for  gardeners  is  to  "grow 
their  own"  in  backyard  compart 
heaps  F^ll  is  a good  time  to  start 
the  compost  heap,  since  leaves  and 
garden  crop  residues  such  as  carrot 
tops  and  corn  stalks  are  abundant 
at  this  time  Leaves  raked  from  the 
lawn  should  be  put  in  the  compost 
pile  instead  of  burning  them.  Any 
type  of  vegetable,  material  including 
we*<U  ias  long  ns  they  have  not 
gone  to  seed*  could  go  into  the 
compost  heap. 

Build  the  pile  In  layer-.:  A six  inch 
layer  of  organic  materials,  then  a 
one  or  two-inch  layer  of  soil  on 
which  Is  sprinkled  a cupful  of 
Vigoro.  Soak  this  down  thoroughly 
with  the  hose  before  adding  another 
layer.  Adding  earthworms  and  "ac- 
tivators* is  unneces.<ary.  The  worms 


will  show  up  automatically,  and  the 
plant  food  is  all  the  activator  you 
need.  The  presem-e  of  the  plant  food 
will  enable  the  bacteria  to  do  a 
good  Job  of  decomposing  the  raw 
organic  materials  into  rich  granular 
compost.  The  pile  should  be  built 
up  in  a shady  spot  until  It  is  about 
four  feet  high.  Keep  the  sides 
straight  and  make  a depression  in 
th©  top  In  order  to  retain  all  possible 
rain  that  falls  on  It.  Plenty  of  mols- 
true  is  necessary  for  the  decomposi- 
tion process. 

NEXT  SUMMER 

Next  summer  the  ei impost  pile 
will  have  rotted  down  Into  a very 
much  smaller  volume  than  formerly. 
It  will  be  ready  to  spread  thickly 
on  your  garden  and  flower  beds  to 
be  worked  In  with  a spade  or  hoe. 
The  compost  also  makes  a go«xl  sur- 
face mulch  for  rose*  and  flower 
beds.  While  it  contains  some  plant 
food,  there  is  not  nearly  enough  to 
keep  your  garden  well  fed.  But  a 
combination  of  compost  for  improv- 
ing physical  condition  plus  plant 
food  to  improve  fertility  converts 
your  "pr*A>|em  soil"  into  a real 
asset.

"Hot"  Insecticide 

Killing  flies  with  py  rethrum 
sprays  will  he  a better  understood 
operation  whm  scientists  use  a 
thousandth  of  a pound  of  radiac- 
rlvely  tagged  insecticide  which  they 
have  recently  manufactured. 

One  pound  of  the  "hot"  insecticide 
would  cost  $18,000,000  to  produce. 

Pyrethrum  plants  were  carefully 
raised  in  a hothouse  atmosphere 
containing  radioactive  carbon  diox- 
ide. Their  one  to  two  per  cent  of 
"hot"  pyrethrfn*  (the  active  insec- 
ticidal ingredient  in  the  plants!  were 
then  extracted. 

The  precious  material  will  be  used 
to  trace  the  paralysing  and  lethal 
action  in  the  bodies  of  insects  it 
kills.  This  research  may  lead  lo  the 
discovery  of  chemicals  which  can 
step  up  the  action  of  pyrethrum  and 
may  result  In  a less  expensive  Insec- 
ticide.

I AST  week  I dealt  with  two 
thorny  problem*  connected  with 
concert  giving,  the  matter  of  lights 
, and  the  rather 
ridiculous  c u s tom 
of  presenting  bou- 
quets. These  are 
by  no  means  the 
only  things  that 
require  to  be  con- 
sidered. and  as 
there  are  fashions 
In  all  things  it  may 
be  of  interest  to 

study  the  question 

Steed  of  applause.  By  a 
custom  which  has  crept  Into  fashion 
in  the  last  few  years  and  has  been 
actively  nourished  by  many  great 
conductors,  it  is  now  considered  to 
br  undignified  and  impolite  to  ap- 
plaud between  the  movements  of 
a symphony.  Curiously  enough 
there  Is  no  parallel  for  this  in  fhe 
theatre,  and  1 am  waiting  for  some 
theatrical  producer  to  insert  a note 
on  his  program  that  the  audience  is 
requested  to  reserve  its  expressions 
of  gratification  and  approval  until 
the  curtain  has  fallen  for  the  last 
time,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  play. 


• 1 fail  to  see  why  the  audience 
should  not  release  some  of  their 
pent-up  emotions  after  each  move-- 
mem  of  a symphony  or  during  a 
suite  such  as  ".Scheherazade"  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  way  that  they  ap- 
plaud after  each  act  of  a drama, 
except  In  those  special  rases  where 
the  composer  has  taken  the  trouble 
to  Join  the  work  together  by  linking 
one  movement  with  another,  as  for 
example  in  the  fifth  piano  concerto 
of  Beethoven  when*  the  rondo  fol- 
lows the  slow  movement  without  a 
break  or  In  the  Pastoral  Symphony 
where  the  three  last  sections,  the 
scherzo,  the  storm  and  the  finale  are 
all  joined  together  and  the  music  is 
continuous  after  the  conclusion  of 
the  si  tw  movement. 


I have  little  doubt  that  most  of  the 
great  composers  of  the  18th  and 


l9lK  centuries  would  be  surprised  at 
the  deathly  silences  which  audience* 
are  now  forced  to  observe  between 
movements.  In  their  day  it  was  by 
no  means  unusual  for  symphonies 
to  be  performed  only  in  part,  and 
there  are  occasions  on  record  where 
a slow  movement  from  one  sym- 
phony has  been  Interpolated  In 
another  composition  to  which  it  does 
not  rightfully  belong.  It  Is.  I think, 
a step  In  the  right  direction  for  con- 
ductors and  audiences  to  insist  on 
the  performance  of  the  entire  sym- 
phony without  cuts  or  Interpola- 
tions. but  I am  not  entirely  con- 
vinced of  the  wisdom  of  these  en- 
forced silences.  Without  going  to 
extremes,  and  possibly  embarrassing 
both  conductors  and  soloists,  a dis- 
creet and  reasonable  expression  of 
approbation  would  be  both  an  in- 
spiration to  the  performers  and  also 
would  afford  a brief  opportunity  for 
instruments  to  be  adjusted  and  for 
the  relaxation  of  tension  after  a 
particularly  strenuous  or  difficult 
movement,  or  after  one  which 
makes  exceptional  demands  bn  the 
players  or  the  listeners  from  the 
point  of  view  of  intensity  of  emo- 
tional strain. 

* * * 

Occasions  do  arise  frequently  at 
concerts  when  applause  is  prema- 
ture and  untimely.  As  an  organist 
I am  reminded  of  several  Incidents 
in  church  when  no  one  has  been 
quite  sure  when  it  is  time  to  say' 
Amen,  and  in  this  case  the  fault  is 
generally  found  to  He  with  the 
author  of  the  prayer  or  the  impro 
viser  thereof.  In  places  where 
prayers  are  improvised.  That  Is  to 
say  a composer  may  well  be  guilty 
of  the  unpardonable  sin- of  not  know- 
ing where  to  leave  off.  There  are 
several  examples  in  the  music  of 
both  Tchaikovsky  and  Dvorak 
where  these  worthies  would  have 
done  well  to  finish  20  or  30  bars 
earlier  than  In  fact  they  dp  there 
are  also,  of  course,  compositions 
which  ought  never  to  have  begun, 
but  we  are  not  concerned  with  them 
this  w'eek.

It  may 
also  be  thought  t lat  the  playing  of 
such  tunes  will  | Ive  the  orchestra 
an  opportunity  to  warm  up.  It  may 
even  be  necessarl  to  give  concert 
masters  the  oco.,-  |i  n to  demonstrate 
publicly  their  abiuy  to  beat  three 
of  four  In  the  bir.  but  no  matter 
what  the  reason  fl  have  yet  to  hear 
a national  anther*  which  is  music- 
ally fit  to  be  plved  In  company 
with  the  lmmortJ|  masterpieces  of 
music.

The  Origin  of  the  Election  Ballot 


TAMES  I -of  the  King  James  Bible 
fame  strenuously  opj>osed  the 
introduction  of  the  ballot  system 
of  ViHing  into  the  English  speaking 
world,  saying  that  "he  would  have 
no  Italian-  tricks  brought  into  his 
kingdom.’* 

Ballot,  of  course,  comes  from  the 
Italian  word  "ballotta"— little  ball - 
and  was  itself  introduced  into  Rome 
by  the  Lex  Cassia  In  137  B.C.  after 
first  being  umed  by  the  Greek  di- 
casts in  Athens. 

Today  the  ballot  box  which 
caused  the  ire  of  the  Stuart  mon 
arch  is  being  exhibited  at  the  Guild 
hall.  In  London,  on  loan  from  the 
Saddlers  Company.

Research  has  not  been  able  to 
show  how  the  ballot  box  came  into 
th  possession  of  the  Saddlers,  hut 
there  Is  reference  to  Its  use  in  the 
company’s  records  of  1676.  and  it 
has  been  used  byr  them  ever  since  * 
at  the  annual  July  elections  of  the 
master  and  wardens. 

The  box  was  made  for  the  East 
India  Company  and  prodm-cd  in 
1619  txjfore  its  court  of  elector*  by 
Sir  John  Holloway,  wholesale 
grocer  rand  controller  of  customs 
for  tire  port  of  London,  In  response 
to  a general  feeling  among  tbamer 
rhanu  that  elections  to  the  com- 
mittee might  be  better  carried  out 
by  ballot  than  by  a show  of  hands. 
But  the  committee  would  have  none 
of  it.  and  that  is  vyhen  the  Scottish 
born  King  of  England  voiced  his 
outburst  against  "Italian  tricks."

The  big  fellow  woke  up 
several  minutes  later  to  find  him- 
self sprawled  on  the  board  floor.

Hendry  said  afterwards.  “I  didn't 
know  I could  do  It  at  my  age." 


ITS  THE  SKILL 


Skill  at  ju-Jltsu  la  only  one  of  the 
many  surprising  things  about  Doe 
Forties.  He  blew  back  and  forth 
from  here  to  Tallahassee  with  car- 
nivals. circuses  and  vaudeville 
r roups  and  finally  lodged  In  Victoria 
like  a small  palm  tree  accidentally 
taking  root  among  th*  oaks  and 
firs. 

The  4^  year  old  "earoey”  veteran 
has-  many  trades.  If  you  approach 
him  from  the  south  he  la  “Doc” 
Forbes,  tattoo  1st.  ex-acrobat,  rna 
gician.  chalk-talk  artist  and  vaude- 
ville showman.  If  you  approach 
him  from  the  north  he  Is  Forbes 
Alexander  Hendry,  photographer 
who  specialises  in  children.  For 
several  years  he  kept  the  two  per- 
sonalities apart. 

Many  a time  he  has  gone  into  a 
home  to  photograph  the  kiddies  and 
met  recognition  from  the  man  of 
the  house.  “You're  not  Hendry." 
father  says.  “You're  Doe  Forbes." 

That  is  mother's  cue  to  reach  for 
the  rolling  pin.  “Aha."  ahe  says. 
"So  you’re  the  man  who  tattooed  my 
husband.*  But  her  anger  usually 
melts  away  when  she  sees  how  the 
children  take  to  the  little  stubby 
man.  Doc  Is  just  a natural  bom 
unde. 

BORN  DOWN  EAST 

He  was  bom  In  1903  in  the  small 
town  of  Burks  Falls,  Ontario.  At  the 
age  of  14  he  got  the  urge  to  travel, 
and  left  home  to  ramble  across  Can- 
ada as  a roof  man  for  a lightning 
rod  salesman,  clambering  up  to 
sometimes  dizzy  heights  Installing 
rods  and  cables.  He  spent  the  next 
summer  digging  wells,  an  occupa- 
tion for  which  hla  small  size  ren- 
dered him  especially  fit.  Often  he 
descended  100  feet  or  more  down  a 
two- toot  hole,  set  off  a dynamite 
charge  and  gave  the  signal  tor  the 
man  above  to  haul  him  to  the  sur- 
face with  a team  of  horse*-  He 
never  m* k»  a mistake,  or  he  would 
probably  not  be  here  now 

He  wound  up  In  Saskatoon  when 
the  big  Johnny  J.  Jones  show  was 
playing  the  town,  aad  Joined  It  as 
a kind  of  apprentice  magician.  He 
soon  picked  up  the  hocus-pocus 
trade  and  did  well  at  It.  playing  in  a 
big  magic  side  show  In  several 
places,  including  Toronto  Exhibition. 
Meanwhile  he  had  been  practicing 
acrobatics,  which  came  easily  to  him 
after  hla  human  fly  training  as  a 
lightning  rod  man. 

He  went  with  the  show  to  Florida, 
and  started  a balancing  act  which 
required  him  to  frisk  around  at  the 
top  of  a long  pole.  He  continued 
this  when  the  show  moved  to  Cuba 
for  a season  in  Havana  Park.  Cu- 
ban beer  was  disastrous  to  his  waist- 
line and  he  became  too  heavy  for 
acrobat  ks. 


COX  BIO  UP 

He  bad  been  learning  to  uttoo  on 
the  side,  hanging  around  tattoo 


artists  and  helping  them  and  getting 
tattooed  himself  to  see  how  it  was 
done.  Today  he  can  roll  up  his 
sleeves  to  disclose  muscular  arms 
covered  with  a bewildering  network 
of  snakes,  dragons,  eagles,  flags, 
owis  aad  skulls. 

Tattooing  takes  about  10  years  to 
learn  properly,'  but  Doc  picked  up 
enough  of  it  to  practice  the  trade 
then.  He  spent  the  summer  at 
Coney  Island  and  at  Boston’s  Revere 
Beach,  doing  magic  shows  and  tat- 
tooing people  between  acts. 

One  of  his  customers,  he  says,  was 
a titled  Englishwoman  whose  hus 
band  gave  him  $23  not  to  tattoo  her 


any  more.  'Today,  an  acknowledged 
master  of  his  profession.  Doc  re- 
fuses to  tattoo  women  cm  arms, 
shoulders,  or  any  place  where  k 
will  show  to  the  public  gaze.  He 
Isn't  keen  on  tatooing  women  at  all, 
and  tries  to  talk  them  out  of  K. 
He  also  declines  to  tattoo  men  on 
such  eccentric  places  as  the  ear). 

A WANDERER 

After  Revere  Beach  there  followed 
many  wandering  years,  tattooing,  on 
the  road  with  the  carnivals,  acting 
as  master  of  ceremonies  for  aide 
show  acts,  playtng  amusement 
parks. 

He  spent  a season  with  the  L.  G. 
Barnes  WOd  Animal  Circuk,  among 
other  shows.  For  two  years  he 
toured  the  country  with  an  exhibit 
of  medical  specimens  pickled  In 
formaldehyde.  He  burned  a great 
amount  of  lamplight  studying  to 
gtve  his  spiel.  From  this  came  his 
nickname  "Doc**  which  has  stayed 
with  him  ever  since. 

In  Florida  he  met  and  married  his 
wife  Jean,  a little  Scottish  lady 


exactly  46  inches  high  who  danced 
In  travelling  shows.  Doc  himself  is 
five  foot  two  Inches  talL  Their  son, 
Philip,  bom  on  the  road  at  Erie. 
Pennsylvania,  is  six  foot  three. 

NORTH  -HOLTH 

They  moved  about  the  country, 
heading  north  in  summer,  south  in 
winter,  when  they  were  tourists  and 
showmen  at  the  same  time.  They 
would  play  a few  fairs  in  various 
towns  of  Florida,  travel  on  and  play 
a few  more,  then  lie  around  in  the 
tun  or  go  sightseeing.  They  spent 
one  winter  at  Nassau  In  the  Ba- 
hamas. 

In  1929  they  had  an  offer  to  go 
into  vaudeville.  Doc  was  the  man- 
ager of  an  act  called  ‘Tiny  Town 
Revue,"  which  consisted  a five  small 


people  singing  and  dancing.  Mrs. 
Hendry  was  about  the  tallest  of 
them.  Lew  Cantor,  Eddie  Cantor's 
brother,  rehearsed  the  show  before 
it  went  on  the  big  Keith  Alby  circuit 
as  a second  headline  act  drawing 
$1,000  a week.  They  played  all  over 
the  continent.  Including  Victoria. 

After  three  yean  on  that  circuit 
the  act  broke  up  and  some  of  the 
performers  went  back  to  their  na- 
tive Germany.  Mr.  and  Mis  Hendry 
went  to  Florida  and  rejoined  the 
Jones  show  Mrs.  Hendry  went  back 
to  dancing  for  a while,  and  they 
organized  another  little  people's 
revue.  Then  Doc  went  back  to  man- 
aging a show  again  Illusions  and 
magic. 

A TARGET  ACT 

Mrs.  Hendry  was  his  partner  in 
thla.  She  was  # the  target  in  a 
“shooting  through  a woman"  illu- 
sion, and  half  of  a mind  reading  act. 

Times  were  hard  In  the  1930‘s,  and 
they  decided  to  come  back  to  Can- 
ada. They  landed  back  in  Vancou- 
ver in  19®.  and  Doc  put  together  a 
new  show  which  he  took  some  5,000 


miles  through  western  Canada  1C 
people  playing  under  canvas. 

[hiring  the  winters  Doc  ran  two 
separate  businesses  in  Vancouver. 
In  the  day  time  he  had  a jewelry 
counter  in  a department  store.  At 
night  he  tattooed-  Most  of  his  cus- 
tomers were  sailors,  and  a large 
number  of  them  came  from  Victoria. 
Tattoo  customers  got  tired  of  spend 
mg  their  money  on  boat  fares,  and 
they  persuaded  Doc  to  move  his 
tattoo  business  over  here.  He 
opened  up  a tattooing  md  am«  «e 
ment  arcade. 

PHOTOGRAPHY 

. About  this  time  he  developed  an 
Interest  in  photography.  He  took 
pictures  of  neighbor*'  children,  Just 
for  fun,  but  so  many  people  came  to 
him  with  orders  that  he  turned  f! 
into  a business. 

He  hired  a helper,  studied  photug 
raphy  as  he  had  studied  many  otlier 
things,  and  became  a good  hand  at 
It.  For  a while  he  closed  down  hl« 
amusement  and  tattooing  business 
and  operated  two  photo  studios,  one 
in  town  and  one  at  Sidney. 

Old  customers  beat  a tattoo  on  his 
door.  Imploring  him  to  change 
T Love  You  Dolores"  Into  "Mary 
Forever."  or  some  such  slogan.  He 
reopened,  and  now  runs  the  two 
businesses  side  by  side.  One  of  his 
main  concerns  today  is  to  keep  his 
place  dean,  with  liberal  use  of  anti- 
septics. Health  authorities  wouldn’t 
let  him  run  otherwise,  he  says.  He 
docs  Ills  best  to  talk  customers  out 
of  «?ritlng  girls’  signatures  on  their 
skin,  unless  the  girls  happen  to  be 
the  indents’  wives.  The  tsttoo  often 
turns  out  to  be  more  permanent 
than  the  love  affair.  It  can  be 
nibbed  out.  but  that  takes  time  and 
money. 

SETTLED  DOWN 

It  was  partly  for  ihHr  sin's  sake 
that  Doc  and  Mrs.  Forbes  settled 
down  after  their  ling  wandering 
They-  wanted  Philip  to  have  some- 
thing more  perm  a rent  to  look  nr 
then  the  scenery  sliding  past  train 
windows.  They  wanted  him  to  go 
to  school,  too. 

Doc  yearns  occasionally  for  the 
ipad.  You  can  often  find  him 
running  a booth  at  Island  shows,  to 
I keep  his  hand  In.  He  gets  rides  and 
games  for  church  find  charity  al- 
fairs  free  of  charge. 

As  an  old  showmin  he  knows  the 
value  of  keeping  peace.  “No  brawls, 
drunks  or  fast  women  allowed  in 
my  place."  he  says.  “It's  mainly  for 
servicemen.  Got  to  k-*ep  it  respect 
able." 

He  learned  his  ju  jitsu  from  a 
Japanese  showman.  Jose  Negata, 
who  taught  Theodore  Roosevelt's 
scat.  He  seldom  has  to  use  It  but 
says.  'Tve  never  had  to  call  the 
police  yet." 

Doc  likes  freshwater  fishing,  and 
keeps  himself  In  trim  with  lake 
swimming  In  the  summer.  Since 
he  gave  up  beer  and  all  alcoholic 
drinks  some  months  ago,  he  ha« 
lost  35  pounds 

"When  you  look  back  over  the 
years.  it  hasn't  been  all  fun."  Doc 
says.  Tve  ridden  on  flat  cars  with 
the  cinders  flying  in  my  eyes.  Tve 
been  broke  In  Schenectady,  I've  been 
broke  In  Los  Angeles.  But  show 
business  Is  one  of  the  greatest  edu- 
cations a man  can  get.  I wouldn't 
trade  It  for  $10,000  " 

If  anybody  offered  him  $100.0flfl, 
though,  he  would  probably  take  It. 
Doc  is  no  fool.

Back  in  1938  Sylvia  Ageloft  a 
77-year-old  psychologist  working  for 
the  New  York  City  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. left  her  job  to  go  to  Europe. 
She  wanted  to  study.  The  cradle  of 
psychology  was  In  Vienna  and  In 
Zurich.  Dr.  Freud  lived  in  London. 
Sylvia  also  wanted  to  have  fun.  see 
the  world. 

Shortly  after  her  arrival  she  met 
• young  man  who  Introduced  him- 
self as  Jacques  Mornard-  He  was 
Studying  louroalisjn  at  the  Sor- 
bonne.  He  showed  her  Paris. 
Jacques  told  her  that  he  came  of  an 
old  Belgian  family.  v 

“One  year  before  I came. to  Paris." 
Sylvia  told  her  new  friend,  “my 
sister  went  to  Mexico.  Tt's  beautiful 
there." 

Jacques  never  asked  questions, 
hut  the  young  psychologist  volun- 
teered further  information.  “My 
sister  Is  a Trotskyite.  She  works 
for  I .eon  Trotsky." 

Jacques  was  still  not  interested, 
but  Sylvia  had  shown  him  that  her 
family  was  at  ieast  as  prominent 
as  his. 

Sylvia  had  quite  a few  friends 
among  the  Troiskyltes  in  America. 
Rut  Jacques  told  her  he  liaied  poli- 
tics. 

KA<  K TO  UORK 

One  day  Sylvia  told  him  openly 
her  money  had  come  to  an  end  xnd 
she  would  have  to  return  to  America 
and  find  a lob. 

Jacques  Mornard  liecame  a real 
friend  He  did  not  want  to  lose  the 
girl  he  was  fond  of.  He  could  help. 
As  a matter  of  fact,  friends  of  hla 
were  working  with  a publishing 
company  and  he  would  talk  to  them. 
They  published  psychological  works. 

Two  days  later,  everything  had 
been  arranged.  Sylvia  was  to  write 
several  articles  for  the  publishers 
and  receive  3,000  franca  a month. 
She  could  choose  her  own  subjects; 
dlscu«s  interesting  cases  from  her 
own  experience  In  clinical  psychol 
ogy  and  mental  hygiene. 

Jacques  had  to  leave  Syhria  for 
a few  weeks  and  go  to  Belgium.  On 
July  26.  1938.  he  wrole  from  Brus- 
sels that  his  mother  had  been 
seriously  Ul  that  she  had  almost 
died  In  an  automobile  accident. 

Then  in  February.  1939,  Jacques 
Mornard  declared:  “My  Belgian 

newspapers  have  appointed  me  a 
foreign  correspondent  to  the  United 
States." 

FAIJiR  PARSFORT 

Sylvia  waa  to  go  home  first;  he 
would  follow  shortly.  But  Jacques 
had  visa  trouble.  She  took  a Job  in 
the  Brooklyn  Welfare  Department 
Finally  Jacques  arrived  in  New 
York,  in  September.  1939.  a few 
days  after  .Second  World  War  had 
started. 

He  now  called  himself  Frank 
Jacson.  telling  Sylvia  that  as  a Bel- 
gian citizen,  he  would  be  drafted 
and  would  never  have  received  per- 
mission to  enter  the  United  States. 
Out  of  love  for  her  he  had  to 
change  his  name.  Sylvia  was  Im- 
pressed. the  more  so  when  he  told 
her  he  paid  $3,500  for  a false  Cana- 
dian passport 

In  October  of  the  same  year  he 
went  to  Mexico  City.  In  January. 
1940.  Sylvia  took  a three  months’ 
leave  of  absence  ?nd  flew  to  Mexico. 


It  was  a happy  reunion.  Her  sister, 
still  working  for  Leon  Trotsky,  and 
many  of  her  friends  were  there  to 
greet  her.  Slyvia  Introduced  “her 
young  man"  to  all  of  them. 

DOWN  IN  NKXKX) 

In  March.  Sylvia  had  to  return  lo 
her  Job  In  Brooklyn.  Jacson  had  to 
stay.  He  remained  on  close  terms 
with  hb  new  acquaintances,  espe- 
cially the  Rosmers,  who  had  been 
France's  Communist  leaders,  and 
now  were  intimate  friends  of  Leon 
Trotsky. 

When  Jacson  learned  that  the 
Rosmers  were  to  sail  from  Vera 
Cruz  to  France  at  the  end  of  May 
and  that  Mrs.  Trotsky  wanted  to  see 
them  off.  Jacson  offered  to  drive 
them  all  to  Vera  Cruz.  They  ac- 
cepted. 

The  trip  was  to  start  on  May  28. 
But  on  May  24.  a few  hours  after 
midnight,  some  30  men  in  Mexican 
police  uniforms  disarmed  and  tied 
up  the  police  guards  around  Trot- 
sky's  house.  A machine  gun  was 
posted  outside  and  sprayed  the 
doors  and  windows  of  the  building 
with  a wave  of  bullets.  The  Trot- 
sky® Jumped  out  of  bed  and  hid 
under  it.  They  heard  someone  enter 
the  bedroom,  shoot  at  the  beds,  and 
leave.

Four  days  after  this  attempted, 
assassination,  Sylvia’s  friend.  Jac-' 
son,  drove  the  Rosmers  and  Mrs. 
Trotsky  to  Vera  Cruz.  Actually  he 
had  come  too  early  for  his  passen- 
gers. and  he  was  invited  to  Join 
them  all  at  breakfast.  For  the  first 
time  he  came  face  to  face  with  Leon 
Trotsky. 

After  the  car  drive  to  Vera  Cruz. 
Jacson  was  always  welcome  at  the 
Trotsky  home  as  a friend. 

Jacson  could  come  any  time  he 
wjurtfd,  without  appointment,  with- 
a call,  though  the  Trotsky  home  had 
been  converted  Into  sn  armed  fot^ 
tress. 

. The  following  summer  Sylvia 
again  came  to  Mexico  to  visit  Jac- 
son. Both  were  invited  to  lea  at 
the  Trotsky*.  For  the  first  time 
he  took  part  In  a political  discussion 
and  sided  with  Trotsky  against  Syl- 
via. He  promised  Trotsky  that  he 
would  write  an  article  on  the  dis- 
cussed subject  and  to  show  it  lo 
him  before  publication. 

A week  later  Jacson  returned 
with  the  article.  Trotsky  was  la  the 
garden,  feeding  the  chickens. 

DEATH  OF  TtOT«Y 

Jacson  told  the  revolutionary  he 
had  brought  the  article  and  that  he 
was  thirsty  and  would  go  Into  the 
house.  Trotsky  followed  him  to  the 
study  and  three  minutes  later  Mrs. 
Trotsky  heard  “a  terrible,  soul- 
shaking  cry." 

It  was  an  Icepick  hidden  under 
his  raincoat  that  Jacson  had  used 
as  a murder  weapon  He  had 
plunged  It  three  Inches  Into  Trot- 
sky’s brain.  Twenty-six  hours 
later.  Trotsky  was  dead 

When  arrested.  Jacson  only  said. 
They  made  me  do  It  — they  made 
me  do  it.  They  have  imprisoned  my 
mother  . . . Sytvia  has  nothing  to  do 
with  tt." 

Today  he  la  behind  the  walls  of  a 
Mexican  prison.  Mntenqgd  as  the 
Persian-born  Jacques  Mornard  Van- 
dendreschd. 

When  Sylvia  arrived  at  the  scene 
of  the  murder  all  she  could  say 
amid  her  tears  was:  “You  murderer, 
you  dirty  Russian  O.GP.U.  agent 
...  I hope  I never  see  you  again."

There  Is  one  field  of  non-fiction 
that  adventure  fiction  can't  touch 
for  thrills,  suspense  and  drama: 
First  person  accounts  of  successful 
prison  camp  escapes. 

‘"The  Colditz  Story"  lLself  Is  some- 
thing In  the  nature  of  a collector  s 
Item  in  this  field,  for  Colditz.  ‘Escap- 
ees are  rare  creatures  Indeed. 

Co  Id  it/  Castle  was  the  "postgrad- 
uate camp”  reserved  for  Allied  of- 
ficers of  all  nationalities  who  had 
successfully  escaped  from  leas  for 
midable  camps-but  failed  in  the  ex- 
cruciating test  of  escaping  from 
Germany  itself. 

The  castle  had  been  escape-proof 
In  the  First  World  War  and  seemed 
destined  to  be  In  the  Second  World 
War.  The  garrison  manning  the 
camp  outnumbered  the  prisoners 
The  castle  was  bathed  in  floodlights 
at  night  In  spite  of  the  blackout. 

Despite  sheer  drops  of  100  feet 
under  barred  windows,  sentries 
were  posted  thickly  at  the  bottom 
within  a palisade  of  barbed  wire 
Beyond  tire  palisade  were  more 
precipices. 

But  morale  was  excellent  among 
the  prisoners  who  had,  after  all. 
been  graduated  to  Colditz  after  dis- 
playing incredible  ingenuity  in 
checking  out  of  their  previous 
hostels. 

And  several  of  Reid's  fellow  pris- 
others  happened  to  be  geniuses. 

Escape  attempts  at  Colditz  were 
immediate,  constant  and  tireless 
Moat  of  the  escapees  were  con 
fronted  as  they  emerged  from  tun 
nels  by  the  camp  commandant  him- 
self. who  prided  himself  on  a sixth

BRITAIN'S  MOVE 

Paying  Uilie,atienUon  to  petitions 
and  prayers  until  the  Mother  Coun- 
try made  a reluctant  decision  which, 
while  It  meant  a withdrawal  of  Its 
ships  from  Canadian  bases,  gave 
Canada  the  opportunity  of  building 
its  own  men-of-war,  manning  and 
commissioning  them.  That  decision 
was  welcomed  by  the  Navy  League 
of  Canada,  patriotic  citizen*  and 
some  interested  newspapers,  one  of 
the  most  forceful  proponent*  being 
The  Daily  Colonist,  as  its  old  pages, 
news  and  editorial,  will  bear  wit- 
ness. 

In  any  event,  to  ease  that  .partial 
parting  of  the  ways,  the  Admiralty 
made  it  possible  for  Canada  to  ac- 
quire two  Royal  Navy  cruisers  as 
the  nucleus  of  the  new  sea  force. 
The  Rainbow  and  the  Niobe  were 
even  then  based  on  Canada  Raln- 
bpw  at  Esquimau  and  Niobe  at  Hali- 
fax. With  the  exception  of  shore 
establishments  on  both  west  and 
east  coasts,  those  two  cruisers  pur- 
chased from  Britain  constituted  the 
entire  strength  of  the  Canadian 
Navy  40-odd  years  ago. 

FOLLOW  PATTERN 

When  the  shift  was  made  in  1910, 
prime  considerations  were  that  the 
newly -created  sea  service  was  to  be 
under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the 
dominion  government  in  peace  time, 
while  uniforms,  training  and  des- 
ripline  routines  were  to  conform 
with  the  time-tested  practices  of  the 
Royal  Navy.  As  to  flags,  the  White 
Ensign  of  Britain  was  to  be  flown 
from  the  taffrail  staff  and  the  Red 
Ensign  of  Canada  from  the  Jack- 
staff  forward.  During  peacetime 
years  officers  and  men  could  be  ex- 
changed for  training  purpose*,  a 
most  sensible  arrangement  for  the 
beginning  years  anyway. 

It  would  be  customary,  also,  for 
dominion  ships,  when  convenient,  to 
take  part  In  fleet  exercises  with 
Royal  Navy  vessels  In  time  of  war, 
whatever  ships  Canada  might 
possess  would  automatically  come 
under  the  direction  of  the  Admir- 
alty, where  they  would  remain  for 
the  duration  of  the  emergency. 
After  a while  the  arrangement  be- 
gan to  meet  with  some  support,  the 
onus  for  participating  in  the  defense 
of  Canadian  shores  having  been 
placed  wh-re  that  right  belonged 
on  the  shoulders  of  the  Canadian 
people.  Generally.  Esquimau  and 
Victoria  welcordtd  the  whole  pro- 
gram. 

NAVAL  (OLI-EC.E 

In  thaf  first  ripple  of  cooperation 
in  defense,  a neval  college  was  es- 
tablished at  Halifax,  as  members 
of  parliament  talked  Intermittently 
of  a building  program  in  which 
cruisers  and  destroyers  were  to  be 
built  in  Canadian  shipyards  as  a 
beginning  for  a real  Canadian  Navy. 
That  trend  of  talk  made  sense,  even 
If  short  lived.  It  so  happened  that 
thd  keen-enough  students  of  Halifax 
Naval  College  had  to  acquire  the 
bulk  of  their  naval  knowledge,  as 
well  as  sea  legs,  on  board  Royal 
Navy  vessels.  That  was  about  how 
it  was  when  Kaiser  Wilhelm  felt 
the  time  was  ripe  to  set  his  legions 
barging  into  the  Low  Countries 
during  the  late  summer  of  1914. 

FIRST  COMMANDER 

In  the  meantime,  when  the  Royal 
Canadian  Navy  was  set  in  thg  way 


THE  Royal  Canadian  Navy  was 
bom  in  1910.  according  to  our 
country's  vital  statistics.  Its  birth, 
however,  was  not  heralded  with 
many  visible  explosions  of  joy  by 
Ottawa.  Many  will  remember  how 
grudgingly  the  powers  ruling  the 
land  in  those  easy  moving  days  of 
this  century's  first  decade  accepted 
the  Inevitable,  although  they  had 
hegun  to  appreciate  in  a limited 
<iegree  that  the  coasts  of  Canada 
should  not  be  left  defenseless. 

Canada,  as  our  history  books  tell 
us,  had  relied  upon  the  might  of  the 
Royal  Navy  for  her  existence  ever 
si  nee  the  British  flag  first  streamed 
in  the  wind  over  her  territories  and 
protected  her  commerce  on  all  the 
oceans.  At  that,  all  Canadians  were 
not  single  minded.  Some  had  agi- 
tated for  a long  time  to  have  their 
native  land  contribute  something 
substantial  to  the  Admiralty  in 
return  for  the  services  its  ships  and

posed  only  by  German  Frontier 
Police,  though  demolitions  caused 
.some  delays.  An  annoured  screen 
holding  o wooded  ridge  parallel  to 
the  river  delayed  the  attack  whilst 
infantry  and  other  arms  dug  in 
further  bark.  The  attack  was  halted 
before  it  penetrated  to  the  Ruhr  and 
ifce  Rhineland  and  a counter-attack 
mounted  by  three  armoured  divis- 
ions played  the  part  of  the  spider 
dealing  with  an  enemy  already  en- 
tangled in  his  web.

it  should  really  go.  the  first  officer 
in  charge  of  the  Esquimau  estab- 
lishment as  well  as  commander  of 
H.MC.S.  Rainbow  was  Commander 
Walter  Hose,  R.N.  Most  of  the 
men  under  him.  officers  and  ratings, 
had  served  aboard  Royal  Navy  ships 
and  were  of  the  stuff  the  sea  service 
breeds. 

It  was  to  be  revealed  too,  that 
Commander  Hose  had  vision*'  of 
training  and  utilizing  fishermen  of 
the  British  Columbia  coast  as  volun- 
teers for  the  Canadian  Navy.  He 
had,  a*  a younger  naval  officer, 
assisted  with  the  training  of  New- 
foundland fishermen  a*  reservists 
for  the  Royal  Navy  ships.  The  idea 
didn’t  appeal  to  B.C.  coast  fisher- 
men. however,  and  Initial  groups  of 
the  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Volun- 
teers, as  they  were  originally 
known,  were  made  up  of  yachtsmen 
and  landsmen  of  Victoria,  home*  of 
the  movement,  and  Vancouver 

VOLUNTEER  MEN 

The  volunteer  movement  siarted 
about  one  year  previous  to  the  out- 
break of  First  World  War.  Prime 
movers  in  organizing  the  volunteer 
groups  locally  and  sparking  Its* 
spread  across  Canada  were  Messrs. 
Geary  and  Ponder,  both  of  whom 
had  been  actively  Identified  with  the 
formation  of  volunteer  naval  unit* 
in  Britain  hefore  coming  to  British 
Columbia.  In  th*  promotion  of  those 
naval  volunteer  companies  in  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver  a well  known 
resident  of  Victoria  also  filled  a 
leading  role.  That  was  Major  F.  V. 
Ixmgstaff.  author  of  "E-quimalt 
Naval  Base."  from  which,  with  his 
permission.  I have  taken  the  facts 
concerning  the  volunteers. 

First  public  ^recognition  of  the 
volunteers  was  in  August.  1913. 
when  a Victoria  group  was  received 
aboard  H M S.  battle  cruiser  New 
Zealand  by  Captain  Halsey.  R.N., 
and  his  officer*.  That  same  year. 
1913.  there  w ns  a Joint  parade  of  the 
Victoria  and  Vancouver  companies. 
Then,  having  no  official  recognition, 
a letter  was  dispatched  to  the  Prime 
Minister,  asking  for  official  recog 
nitlnn  and  backing.  This  led  to 
further  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Hazen.  Minister  of  Naval  Affairs, 
all  of  which  resulted  in  the  promise 
of  certain  facilities  for  drill  at  Es- 
quimau Dockyard,  providing  the 
sanction  of  Commander  Hose  was 
forthcoming. 

TRAINING  PLANS 

Commander  Hose  was  co-opera- 
tive, possibly  because  of  former 
efforts  In  training  Newfoundland 


volunteers  as  reservist*  for  the 
Royal  Nafy,  and  during  the  (all  of 
1913  regular  drills  began  at  Victoria 
and  Vancouver,  the  Victoria  com- 
pany being  supplied  with  all  noees- 
sary  equipment  as  well  as  provided 
with  ample  time  for  drilling  at  Es- 
quimau Dockyard.  Public  parades 
were  held  as  early  as  January.  1914. 
and  competitions  were  regularly 
carried  out  between  the  volunteers 
and  groups  from  H M C.S  Rainbow 
and  H M S.  Algerine,  then  at  Esqui- 
mau. 

There  was  always  splendid  unity 
between  the  companies  from  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver  and  when 
No.  3 Company  arrived  from  Van- 
*cauver  under  Lieut.  Kenneth  Harper 
they  were  accommodated  at  the 
naval  cricket  ground  iq  charge  of 
Petty  Officers  Stanley  Geary  and 
Russel  Pondor.  All  in  all.  it  can  be 
frankly  stated  the  Royal  Canadian 
Naval  Volunteers,  now  better  known 
across  Canada  as  the  R.C.N.V.R., 
from  the  inception  of  the  organiza- 
tion in  1913  ha*  been  of  more  im- 
parlance in  the  actual  development 
of  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  along 
the  years  than  the  avarage  onlooker 
may  appreciate.  Be  that  as  It  may, 
no  doubt  it  will  cuntinue  to  follow 
the  record  of  excellence  It  has  al- 
ready attained  far  Into  the  future. 


ABOUT  200,000  British,  Belgian, 
**  Canadian  and  Netherlands 
troops  trained  for  10  days  in 
N.A  T.O.’s  Exercise  Holdfast  in  Ger- 
many and  high  ranking  officers 
have  now  assessed  the  lessons  they 
had  learned.

Chief-designate  of  the  Imperial 
General  Staff,  who  set  the  exercise, 
said  that  "anyone  who  imagines 
that  insufficiency  can  be  made  to 


look  enough  by  juggling  about  with 
new  tactics  ...  is  living  in  a fool's 
paradise';  whilst  Air  Marshall  Sir 
Robert  Foster.  Commander-In-Chief 
of  the  Second  Tactical  Air  Force 
criticized  the  limitations  of  the  Me- 
teor aircraft  on  U'hich  the  Belgian 
and  Dutch  defensive  systems  de- 
pend. 

The  exercise  was  a practice  of  the 
now -accepted  principle  of  defense 
in  depth.  General  Harding  modestly 
reported  that  the  exerci.se  had 
shown  that  his  "spider’s  web"  sys- 
tem, designed  to  absorb  an  attack 
and  force  it  to  recoil,  had  shown 
itself  worthy  of  "further  study."

LOOKING  AHEAD

Molds  May  Provide  Future  Food  Source

ISOLDS  may  be  an  important  food 
1V*  source  of  the  future  when  the 
present  food  resources  of  the  world 
are  too  small  for  the  zooming  popu- 
lati'»n. 

They  offer  almost  untapjie.J  possi- 
bilities for  i he  production  of  two 
essential*  of  all  human  and  animal 
diets  fat*  and  proteins.  They  an* 
fungi  which  grow  with  extreme 
rapidity  on  almost  any  base  of 
•\nbohydrates  starches  and  sugars. 

Up  to  TKJW  th^re  have  been  ex- 
tensive food  producing  experiments 
with  various  yeasts  and  ^ho  very 
rapidly  increasing  oiga,  chlorella. 
The  molds  have  generally  been  over- 
looked, except  briefly  in  Germany 
during  the  starvation  days  of  the 
Second  World  War.  Perhaps  the 
best  promise  is  that  of  growing 
them  in  enormous  quantities  oq 
wood  wastes,  which  nqw  are  al- 
most completely  unutilized. 

TYPES  OF  FUNGI 

Dr.  Radcliffe  F.  Robinson,  micro- 
biologist of  the  Uattelle  Institute, 
Philadelphia,  describes  the  present 
status  of  investigations  in  a publi- 
cation just  issued  by  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science.  The  potentialities  of-  var- 
ious types  of  fungi,  he  points  out. 


have  been  recognized  lor  some 
years. 

It  is  known,  for  example,  that 
from  a given  quantity  of  carbo- 
hydrates the  protein  production  is 
about  65  per  cent  compared  with 
about  20  per  cent  for  pork.  15  per 
cent  for  milk.  5 per  cent  for  poultry 
<»nd  4 per  cent  for  beef. 

Proteins  are  made  up  of  the 
nJirogen^'omaining  molecules,  the 
amino  acids.  They  provide  the  basic 
materials  of  the  body,  such  as 
muscles  and  glands.  The  protein 
diet  of  a human  being  require*  at 
least  11  of  these  amino  acids  in 
proper  prop1  >ri  ions. 

Unfortunately,  plant  proteins  sel- 
dom provide  the  proper  proportions. 
There  is  growing  evidence,  however, 
that  the  mold  proteins  may  be  con- 
siderably closer  to  animal  proteins 
than  those  of  the  rest  of  the  plant 
kingdom. 

DURING  THE  WAR 

Five  varieties  of  molds  were  used 
for  food  production  during  the  war. 
according  to  report*  obtained  after 
the  war.  They  were  not  entirely 
satisfactory,  according  to  German 
doctors,  but,  in  general,  the ’health 
of  those  who  ate  them  was  some- 
what better  than  that  of  thos*  sub- 
sisting on  the  regular  available  diet, 
which  was  quite  inadequate  in  fats 
and  proteins. 


Two  mold  strains  were  found  to 
be  exceptionally  high  In  the  es- 
sential amino  acids,  cystine,  .methi- 
onine and  glutathione.  PMbably  the 
most  Important  of  these  is  cystine. 
Yeast*  and  most  other  plant  growths 
are  seripusly  deficient. 

Japan  also  experimented  with 
mold  foods  during  the  wnr.  With 
one  variety,  a Japanese  investigator 
reported,  be  could  synthesi/c  out  of 
carbohydrates  at  least  10  amino 
acids  argonhte,  histidine,  lysine, 
cystine,  tryosine,  tryptophane,  aden- 
ine, hypoxanthine,  beta  in  and 
siaohydrine.  All  these  may  be  es- 
sential to  human  diet. 

The  mold  grown,  he  found,  con- 
tained 38  per  cent  protein.  80  per 
cent  of  which  was  digestible  by  hu- 
man beings.  It  proved  an  adequate 
diet  for  while  rats,  but  appeared  to 
be  deficient  for  humans.  He  found 
that  it  was  higher  in  two  major 
components  of  the  vitamin  B com- 
plex. 

The  importance  of  fats  in  diets 
is  second  only  to  that  of  proteins. 
German  scientists  made  extensive 
studies  of  the  possibilities  of  mak- 
ing fats  out  of  molds  during  the 
war.  They  fed  the  materials  they 
obtained  to  prisoners  in  concentra- 
tion ramps  and  there  were  some 
bad  results.  The  picture,  however, 
does  not  seem  to  have  been  as  bad 
as  sometimes  painted.
